London, June 13.—In a swift and 
deadly raid on the city of London to- 

day, German airplanes took a heavy 
toll in killed and wounded. Other 
places were attacked, but so far as is 
known at present, by far the heaviest 
losses occurred in London town itself. 

At a late hour tonight the casual- 
ties, as officially announced, numbered 
634, including 97 killed and , 437 
wounded. Fifty-five men met death 
and 223 men were wounded. Sixteen 
women and 26 children were killed and 
122 women and 94 children were 


wounded. 

The German squadron consisted of 
about 16 machines, and the downtown 
section of London was their chief ob- 
jective. Many bombs fell in the East 
End, where buildings were destroyed. 
and others badly damaged, and scores 
ef persons fell victims to the explo- 
gions. In one instance alone ten chil- 
dren were killed in a school and fifty 
were injured.

The sheriff, when 
he investigated the facts immediately 
after the shooting, would not arrest the 
applicant. When a warrant was sworn out 
on the commitment trial before the jury 
after indictment the state strengthened its 
case by the testimony of one Mrs. Mary 
Thompson, and two small children, sons of 
the deceased. above mentioned. It is shown 
now that Mrs. Mary Thompson is a woman 
of dissolute character and that she was go- 
ing to train the two Booth boys to swear 
enough to convict Turner Cox because he 
had killed their father. The evidence of 
the two Booth boys is contradicted by state- 

ents made by them to the sheriff im- 
mediately after the homicide, and to théir 
mother. Mrs. Decia Booth also swore that 
the deceased told her that he was the 
cause of the shooting, and did not desire 
Turner Cox prosecuted. The evidence for 
the defendant on trial by eye-witnesses 
clearly showed it a case of self-defense, 

„The above stated facts drawn from the 
evidence and the further fact that the 
homicide occurred at the home of the ap- 
plicant and the deceased came there and 
provoked the killing, would tend to indi- 
cate that the conviction was due to false 
witnesses, and that the injustice should be 
removed by this pardon. 

‘This pardon is recommended by the 
widow of the deceased, by the jurors who 
tried the case, by J. Spence, the repre- 
sentativg in the legislature; by C. D. Crow, 
the sheriff; by L. Berger, the tax collec- 
tor; by W. M. Bunch, the ordinary; by 
G. E. West, county school superintendent; 
by J. F. Hooks, clerk of the superior court; 
by C. L. Lee, deputy sheriff; J. H. Hilliard, 
tax receiver; Jonah Palmer, 7. 
B. Perry. st master; B. C. 
attorney; Worley, clerk of the city 
court; R. D. Bush, judge of city court; A. 
T. Jones, ex-representative} and several 
hundred representative citizens of Mitchell

“Atlanta May Prepare for 
One-Third Increase in 
Population by September 
1,” Wires Ivan E. Allen. 


The divisional army cantonment for 
Silver Lake has been finally secured, 
and Atlanta may prepare for a one-third 
increase in her population by September 
1, according to a telegram received 
Wednesday by Walter G. Cooper, secre- 
tary gt the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, from Ivan E. Allen, president 
of the chamber, who is at the head of a 
delegation now in Washington consult- 
ing with engineers of the national 
council of defense upon the Silver Lake 
camp site plans. 

Work will begin at once upon the 
construction of the cantonment, the 
contract for which has been let to Ar- 


continues. 

The last obstacle in the way of se- 
guring the cantonment for the Silver 
Lake site was removed when Mr. Allen 
and his committee assured. the en- 
gineers that their requirement of an 
assurance of a water supply from the 
city waterworks of 2,500,000 gallons for 
the camp would be met. 

a Construct Water Main. 

This will mean the construction of a 
large water main from Fourteenth 
street to Silver Lake, a distance of nine 
miles. 

The government had at first sttpulat- 
ed that Atlanta must add 10,000,000 gal- 
lons to her pumping capacity at both 
the Chattahoochee river and the Hemp- 
hill avenue pumping stations. They 
waived this stipulation, however, when 
it was shown that the only pumps now 


are already contracted for by the city 
of Philadelphia. 

Atlanta will supply water to the camp 
at a rate of 8 cents per thousand gal- 
lons. An additional pump will be in- 
stalled at the camp for distributing the 
water at the camp. This will mean a 
return to the city of $28,000 to $56,000 
a year. : 

The following is the telegram from 
Mr. Allen to Mr. Cooper announcing 
the closing of the deal for the location 
of the army cantonment at Silver Lake: 

Allen Sends Message. 

Absolutely the last obstacle was 
removed today when Atlanta enter- 
ed into a contract with the govern- 
ment to deliver at sight 2,500,000 
gallons of city water per day at 8 
cents per thousand, using our pres- 
ent pumping eqyipment, Atlanta ex- 
tending the mains to Silver Lake 
site. The work is to begin at once 
on large cantonment through Mr. 
Tufts and associates. Atlanta may 
prepare for one-third increase in 
opulation by September 1. The At- 
anta chamber of commerce guar- 
antee is entirely aceptable to the 
government.

ROAD BUILDING AND WAR. 


Ata luncheon, of officers and directors of 
the Georgia State Highway association in 
Atlanta last Monday definite plans were 
made for marking and improving the Dixie 
highway over both branches between At- 
lanta and Chattanooga and Atlanta and 
Macon, putting it in condition for use as a 
military road. 

During the last few weeks other an- 
nouncements have been made from time to 
time, of activities in the direction of im- 
provements of this and other highways— 
some of strictly a local character, others be- 
ing linked with extended highway systems 
north-south and east-west with important 
laterals traversing the southeast. 

All of which is most reassuring informa- 
tion, and spells constructive progress. 

Road building and highway improvement 
as an economic factor in the life of the na- 
tion or the state must not be permitted to 
lag, whatever may be the pressure of the 
demand for activity in other directions. It 
is an important factor in time of peace, but 
it is immeasurably more so in time of war. 

Responding with patriotic spirit to the 
government’s demand for maximum trans- 
portation facilities to be held available for 
military and semi-military purposes the rail- 
roads generally have announced a drastic 
curtailment of their public service, freight 
and passenger, giving government business 
everywhere the preference. This naturally 
is going to throw increased traffic upon the 
highways, and the automobile and the auto 
truck are bound to become, more and more 
as the war proceeds, the transportation 
media of this curtailed rail traffic. 


road building should be lessened in order 
that labor engaged in it might be diverted 
to the farms and manufactories; but, im- 
portant as it is that those lines of activity 
be prosecuted to the limit of possibility, a 
policy of slackening in road building would 
be a most fallacious one.

Today probably several million American 
flats will de waving serenely in the, varied 
breezes of our spacious land, significant of 
the caim and dignified, yet deep and lasting, 
patriotism of the American people. Be this 
our native land or adopted country, we pledge 


allegiance to that flag, uncover as we pass, 


and wear it in miniature as a token of our 
loyalty. And yet, what do we know about 
its origin, its meaning, and its history? 
A lecture trip to the United States National 
Museum in Washington, the national deposi- 
tory of American relics, will teach much con- 
cerning the dlag. 

Naturally, there were many forms of early 
flags, especially Colonial types used by the 
individual colonies and militia regiments, 
before the flag of the United States was estab- 
lished by our Continental Congress on June 
14, 1777, now celebrated as Flag day. This 
act required that the flag of the United 
States be of thirteen horizontal stripes, al- 
ternate red and white, and that the union be 
thirteen white stars on a blue field, repre- 
senting a new constellation, but it did not 
define how many points, the stars should 
have, how they, should be arranged, nor 
make provision for additional ones. 

At the time of the adoption of this reso- 
lution, Washington is said to have observed: 
“We take the star from heaven, the red from 
our mother country, separating it by white 
stripes, thus showing that we have separated 
from her, and the white stripes shall go down 
to posterity representing Liberty.“ 

Jones Flies It on Sea. 

One of the first occasions for public dis- 
play of the “Stars and Stripes” is said to 
have been on August 6, 1777, when the new 
flag was hoisted over the troops ‘at Fort 
Schuyler, Rome, N. 1. John Paul Jones is 
said to have been the first to fly the Stars and 
Stripes over the high seas, on the Ranger, 
in November, 1777. The National Museum 
has an early naval 12-star type flag said 
to have been flown by John Paul Jones dur- 
ing the War of the Revolution. 

It has been well said that our national 
emblem stands for American ideals and ideas 
—it is not the flag of a family or a house, 
but the flag of the whole people. It is 
the emblem of liberty and freedom, being 
indicative of individual independence and yet 
symbolic of a united and closely-bonded peo- 
ple. Far from being merely painted and 
dyed cloth, it represents the constitution and 
government of a hundred million free people, 
it stands for the people themselves, and re- 
cords the history of their nation. 

In the National Museum at Washington, 
among the many other patriotic relics and 
emblems, are displayed more than 80 historic 
American flags. On the labels the history 
of each is recorded; some came from fields 
of battle, a number from famous sea fights, 
and others were flown over garrisons or forts 
by distinguished American officers. 

The series of flags shows very well the 
periodic changes which have taken place in 
our flag. From the time of the Revolution 
the stars and stripes in our flag have varied. 
There were 13 stars during the Revolution, 
18 in the War of 1812, 29 in the Mexican War, 
33 to 35 in the Civil War, 45 in the Spanish 
War, and 48 today. The stripes were changed 
first from 13 to 15, and then back again 
to 13.

our national flag is among the oldest flags 
of the nations, being older than the present 


British Jack, the French Tri-color and the 
flag of Spain, and many years older than 
the flags of Germany and Italy, some of 
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which are either personal flags or ‘those of 
the reigning families. 
Orfginal “Star Spangled Banner.” 

The American flag of the highest historic 
and sentimental value to the whole country 
is in the National Museum collections. It 
is the original “Star Spangled Banner,” which 


flew over Fort McHenry in Baltimore harbor 


during the bombardment on September 13-14, 
1814, and was the inspiration of Francis Scott 
Key's immortal poem, now sung as our Na- 
tional Anthem. This flag, exhibited in the 
Arts and Industrials building of the National 
Museum, is also known as the “Fort McHenry 
Flag.“ It is of the 15-star-and-stripe type, 
adopted after the admission of Vermont and 
Kentucky by an act approved by President 
Washington, January 13, 1794. The “Star 
Spangled Banner” measures about 30 feet 
square, though it was probably somewhat 
longer, and is much battered and torn, with 
one star missing, possibly shot away. This 
historic national souvenir of the War of 1812 
has lately been preserved by quilting on 
heavy linen, and will ever remain one of 
the country’s most precious relics. From 
1795 this form continued as the standard 
flag until President Monroe's administration, 
when congress enacted that it should there- 
after be of thirteen stripes and twenty stars, 
with the addition of a star for each new 
atate, commencing July 4, 1818. 

It seems that for many years the army did 
not carry the Stars and Stripes in battle, 
though it had been in general use as a gar- 
rison flag. The land forces during this pe- 
riod and before carried what was known 
as National Colors or Standards, of blue with 
the coat-of-arms of the United States, com- 
prising an eagle surmounted by a number 
of stars entblazoned thereon, with the desig- 
nation of the body of troops. In 1834 war 
department regulations gave the artillery 
the right to carry the Stars and Stripes. The 
infantry and cavalry still used the National 
Standards, which remained the colors of the 
infantry until 1841 and of the cavalry until 
1887, when that branch of the army was or- 
dered to carry the Stars and Stripes. From 
its adoption in 1777, however, naval vessels 
universally displayed the national flag. 

Many Forms of Flag. 

Many forms of stafs-and-stripes flag ex- 
isted until recently, for it was not until 
President Taft's administration that definite 
specifications were drawn up. An execu- 
tive order, dated October 29, 1912, prescribed 
standard sizes for the “Stars and Stripes,” 
and yet further specifications in sizes were 
found necessary by President Wilson, only 
last year. 

The history of our flag thus indicates 
that the Stars and Stripes’ was not offi- 
cially carried by our troops in battle until 
the period of the Mexican War, 1846-47. Sev- 
eral flags of that period are in the Museum 


collections. Among them is a flag of 13 
stars and stripes carried throughout that 
war by the battalion of volunteers from 
Maryland and the District of Columbia, and 
the flag of Company I, Fourth regiment of 
Indiana n nen 13 stripes, with an eagle 
in the field. flags the National 
Museum lel. «oe ert to the Civil War.

GREAT INGREASE IN OUTPUT SHOWN 
BY THE PYRITES MINES OF GEORGIA 


Pyrites mines in Georgia are increasing 
their output, and, within the next three 
months, these mines will be producing twice 
as much pyrites as was used in the manu- 
facture of fertilizer consumed by the state 
last year, and a surplus will be left over for 
the manufacture of munitions, according to 
the quarterly report of State Geologist S. W. 
MoCallie to the advisory board of the geo- 
logical survey of Georgia, which Ymet at 
the capitol Wednesday morning. 

Professor McCallie stated that he has re- 


ports of increased production from the Sul- 


phut Mining and Railroad company, near 
Villa Rica; the Walrope mine, in Haralson 
county; the Georgia Mining company, in 
Paulding county; the Rich Copper mine, in 
Cherokee county; the Standard Pyrites mine, 


at Ball Ground, and the Chestatee Pyrites 
mine, in Lumpkin county. 
“From an agricultural and a munition 


standpoint,” says Professor McCallie, “the 
development of these mines is of the utmost 
importance to the state of Georgia as well as 
to the entire country. Dvery ton of high- 
ade pyrites put on the market means four 
tons of fertilizer for the farmer. In con- 
clusion, I would add that our pyrites mines 
within the next three months will be pro- 
ducing more than twice as much pyrites as 
was used in the manufacture of fertilizer 
consumed by the state last year, and in ad- 
dition, a surplus will be left over for the 
manufacture of munitions.” 

Professor McCallie stated in his report 
that Mr. Shearer’s report on “Bauxite and 
Fuller’s Earth Deposits of the Coastal Plain 
of Georgia” is in the hands of the printer 
and will be ready for distribution in about

URGES MOTORZATION 
OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Would Have Prevented Recent 
Great Conflagration, Says 
Marshal Joyner. 


Atlanta should not waste anqther 
minute before completely motorizing 
her fire department, thereby reducing 
to a minimum the possibility of ever 
again being subjected to another fire 
of such proportions as that which 
wiped out a great swath in the eastern 
section of the city. 

This is the opinion of State Fire 
Marshal W. R. Joyner, who has made 
an investigation of the big fire. 

“I am convinced that the great head- 
way gained by the fire and the vast 
damage done was due almost entirely 
to dry, hot weather, shingle roofs and 
the lack of a completély motorized 
fire department,” said Captain Joyner. 
“The best part of . 1 
was fighting two other fires in wide- 
ly separated parts of the city at the 
~ of the outbreak of the big fire 
and much of the available equipment 
was only horse-drawn. It took prac- 
tically an hour to get to the fire and 
get in shape really to fight it. 

“By this time it gained great 
headway in the dry shingle rocfs, and 
by the time more equipment could be 
brought had passed out of control. I 
believe if Atlanta’s fire. department 
had been completely motorized the 
équipment could have got to the big 
fire in time to have prevented it. My 
thirty-four years’ experience fightin 
fire in Atlanta taught me that a hal 
a minute at the beginnin 
worth thirty minutes after the fire 
‘gains headway. 

“Another reason why Atlanta ought 
to have a Gompletely motorized fire 
department is to eliminate the use of 
direct pressure. When a horse-drawn 
hose wagon arrives at a fire now the 
hose must be coupled to the hydrant 
and attempt made to fight the fire 
with rect pressure from the hydrant 
until the steamer arrives. The use 
of direct pressure costs the city about 
312,000 a year in wear and tear. 

“When Atlanta buys she should not 
get cheap stuff. She ought to get the 
best the market affords and ought to 
"buy from good reliable people.”

The room was filled with the screams 
and moans of the tiny sufferers, many 
of whom were crying’ distractedly for 
their mothers.
